It has no side shaft, no 
skew gear, no valve levers, and all the wearing parts that accompanv these.

Alston Patent Gearless Windmill 

Block 1 shows a sectional back view with the case 
cover removed. Fig. 1 represents the main axle of 
the Windmill, which revolves on two special steel 
ball bearings. Fig. 2 is a one-piece crank carried by 
the main axle. A roller (Fig. 3), fitted with steel 
ball bearings, is carried on the crank; this roller 
travels backward and forward in the link track of 
the link rod (Fig. 4). This link rod moves up and 
down with the revolution of the crank, being held 
in position by the top and bottom guides (Fig. 5), 
and connects directly to the pump-rod at the lower 
end. The whole of the working parts are enclosed 
in a case (Fig. 6) which protects them from the 
weather and dust, and forms a reservoir for holding 
the oil. An oil conveyor (Fig. 11) is attached to 
the crank, wdiich dips into the oil, and carries it on 
to the working parts. 




Block 2 is a vertical cross 
section, with all parts num¬ 
bered as in Block 1; this 
shows more clearly the gen¬ 
eral arrangement of the work¬ 
ing parts. Fig. 12 shows an 
oil conveyor, which carries 
the oil to the front bearing.

Block 3 serves to explain the direct lift of 
this new Mill. The circle marked with the 
arrow's shows the path travelled by the crank 
roller (Figs. 2 and 3), and carried by the main 
spindle (Fig. 1). The dotted vertical lines 
marked with arrows show the direction of the 
link rod (Fig. 4) in the up and down strokes. 
In the up stroke it will be seen that the whole 
of the lift is done at a point in the link between 
A and B in a direct line with the rods. Being 
lifted thus, it avoids any side or over-hanging 
strains. In the down stroke w r here little or no 
work is being done, the roller presses on the 
part of the link marked C and D. Fig. 2 shows 
how close up to the crank the main spindle is 
supported by the back ball bearing; the ball 
bearing carrying the roller in the link reducing 
the length of crank pin to the minimum, and 
avoiding overhanging stress.
